ted  and  sentenced  to  jail  imprisonment  for 
the  violation  of  any  municipal  ordinances, 
and  auch  ntoer  persons  as  are  or  may  be 
directed  to  be  employed,  at  work  in  the 
workhouse  In  the  several  counties  of  this 
state.

pose  they  in  iy  apoint  special  officers,  who 
shall  h  ive  ail  the  powers  conferred  upon 
nnstablea  by  any  laws  of  this  state;  they 
sh  ill  also  provide  tor  the  protection  and 
maintenance  of  the  It  nltli  of  the  township, 
md  may  employ  and  compensate  a  town 
ship  physician,  and  exercise  such  powers 
as  a  boartl  of  health,  as  may  neceattart 
nr  advisable  for  the  public  good,  they  are 
also  hereby  authorized  by  a  majority  vote 
ot  their  whole  number,  to  pass  and  adopt 
all  necessary  ordinances  to  abate  and  re¬ 
move  nuisaooe  from  the  streets  and  public 
places  of  the  aaid  township,  including  the 
removal  of  snow  and  ice  from  the  sidewalks 
and  to  declare  and  define  what  are  nuis¬ 
ances,  and  to  provide  for  the  enforcement 
of  all  such  ordmances  by  prescribing  and 
enforceing  a  penalty  or  penalties  for  their 
violation;  and  the  said  penalties  may  be
